Penalties
On Loans

Are they really necessary 
For a first time buyer or 
seller the the Realtor job be­ 
comes quite complicated ex­ 
plaining buying and selling 
costs.

A buyer decides to put a 
$2.000 down payment on his 
new home and agrees to pay 
fi'i per cent interest to a 
lender for the balance of the 
purchase price. Everything is 
going fine until you tell him 
he will have to pay a 1 to 2 
per cent bonus of the amount 
of the loan. "How come?" in­ 
quires the suspicious buyer. 
"They're getting 6'u per cent 
interest." The answer varies, 
depending on the Realtor you 
are doing business with.

Some of the more common 
are: cost of appraising home, 
drawing loan papers, nr be- 
rause of the low interest rate 
they will be giving you. No 
matter what the answer giv­ 
en, we must assume it's a 
bonus to the lending institu­ 
tion. I do not know of any 
realtors who receive any por­ 
tion of this bonus money and 
if they do the buyer must be 
aware of it.

I PERSONALLY fed points 
are charged for psychological 
reasons because of tni> com 
petitive situation between 
lenders. They would rather 
quote 6'i per cent interest 
and have the buyer pay 
bonus than quote 6.5 per ceni 
or an amount which would 
return the same yield.

Some day a courageous 
lender will eliminate loan 
charges, even if the intercs 
rate is a little higher and by 
so doing, win the respect anc 
admiration of their nwn in­ 
dustry as well as the sales­ 
men and brokers who must 
continually explain this thorn 
in our business.

The average buyer's clos­ 
ing costs now run approxi-

make the closing costs an 
additional 25 per cent of the 
down payment.

AFTER TIIK buyer has 
placed his conventional loan 
,ind has lived in his home for 
four or five years he may de­ 
sire to pay his loan in full 
because of a sale. Mtot lend­ 
ers will charge him six 
months interest, as a pre­ 
payment penalty to accept 
Iheir money. If he owes $15,- 
000 at 6'4 per cent interest 
this will cost him $468.75.

The reason for this charge, 
besides the obvious, is to al­ 
low the lender to reinvest 
this money without losing 
any interest. You mu.it agree, 
if they are paying 4.85 per­ 
cent on savings, they can't 
stop paying their depositor! 
just because a loan was paic 
off.

1 think one could justify a 
smaller prepayment penalty 
however I believe a good por 
tion of this cost is de&ignec 
to create a high yield which 
again should be reflected in 
the interest if necessary.

The savings and loan in
